LONDON, May 1.—This city has stsen 


to-iiuy th« tfreutost labor demonstrotioi. 
In Ib* history. This weather has been 
bright an il from eurly morning namber- 
lesft prouesH.onH of labor unions und 
AocluliHt.c Hiwlt'tU'.H have thronged the 
•tri'L'tH In the vicinity of Jlyile Park. 
All the men brought out thuir wives 
and children und choked the utreeta 
from wall to wull. Almost every or 
^uni/ution had H band with it, and at 
mum the din and confusion beoume ter- 
ritle nt the park entrances, although 
cverylmdy was gixxl natured, und at (1 
o'clock the police around the park had 
made urrestn only for drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct hi isolated cases. 


Hut one Incident of the day betrayed 


the dantferou.s undercurrent of the 
demonstrations. Shortly after noon a 
wntini'l In the Woolwich arsenal discov- 
ered at the rt.trancc of the tfiin factory 
K bay containing eight cariisturs loaded 
with dynamite, gun cotton and car- 
tridges, 
lie called in a policeman and 


the bag WAS removed. No fuse was at- 
turhed to the canisters, but a detonator 
WHS found at the bottom of the hag. 
Thi- plot was undoubtedly to destroy 
England's greatest arsenal, although 
thereby 
17,001* men would have been 


thrown out of employment. 


It has been a bnust of the war ofilee 


thai no anarchists or socialists could bo 
found in the arsenal. The police, how- 
ever, althoxigh exceedingly reticent, ue- 
U now ledge that the dynamite must 
have lnjen placed by tin arsenal work- 
man.

marred the peacefulness of the demon- 
stration. 
Hy U o'clock there was fully

then aad.'»o'clock tlie crowd swelled 
to half a million. 


Scores of meetings were held. 
Kvi'ry 


fttU'antiigeouH point \vas occupied by a 
npealcer, and a man had only to begin 
to talk to collect an audience of 3,000 
or H,000. 
Among the speakers who 


went from place to place addressing the 
multitudes were 
County Councillor 


John Hums, Hyndman, thesocial demo- 
crat, and Aveling, Karl Marx's son-in- 
law. 


All of the meetings wore closed with 


resolutions in favor of political agita- 
tion for the eight-hour day, and most 
of the speakers confined themselves to 
this question. 


Several 
small anarchist meetings 


were held during the afternoon. Vio- 
lent speeches were made, and tlie home 
olhYe was savagely denounced for tlio 
raid on the Commonweal. Of 
the 


ftixtecn great platforms but one was de- 
voted to anarchism, and here the only 
disturbance of the day occurred. An 
nnarchlst speaking broken German, 
B) i on ted at the close of his speech: 
"You are worse than slaves, worse than 
African slaves. You let your employ- 
ers suck your blood nntl nedu.ee your 
wives and daughters.1' 


The crowd Iwgan to yell and a navvy 


near the platform caught the anarch- 
ist by th« leg and pulled him to the 
ground. There 
the ntmrehist 
was 


hustled around and pulled and pushed 
until his coat, waistcoat and shirt were 
gone. Then ho was taken to the out- 
Bldrts of tho crowd and disappeared. 


A peculiar feature of tho whol« dom- 


oMHtration in the park was tlie large 
number of well-dressed women present. 
They listened to the speaking and 
helped In the cheering. 


The City ol LIeffe Panto Stricken. 
LIKOK, May I.—This city Is panic 


ntrlcl<en this evening and collisions be- 
tween the crowds of workingmen and 
the national militia arc occurring hour- 
ly. The day passed without dlsoi'der, 
and no nt tempt wr>,s made to hold meet- 
ings. After Hiindown the streets were 
(11 led with worktngmen, some intoxi- 
cated, but most of them sober and or- 
dorly. A body of militia, In march- 
Ing out to relievo a company on 
guard near the city came upon a 
crowd of workingmen and tried to 
march through. Instantly there were 
cries of "Down with the police," "Kill 
the hirelings" and "Long live anarchy." 
The militia charged and dispersed tho 
crowd, but hardly a minute later an 
explosion was heard and the air was 
illlm. with splintered glass. A bomb 
luul been set off in frontof a shopabout 
lifty yards off. The pavement was 
shattered and ail of the windows of 
near-by buiUlingtf were blown out. No 
body watt Injured. 


Within ten minutes two more bombs 


wero exploded in the name district. 
The damage was trivial, but the excite- 
ment Is In Intense. Half of tin* city are 
In the streets. Hodies of mounted police 
and 
militia are marching instantly 


from one district to another to rein- 
force the guards at threatened points. 
Fifty arrests have been made. Crowds 
have gathered on all the corners and 
refuse to be dispersed. Several con- 
spicuous anarchists are hurrying from 
corner to corner exhorting the work- 
ingmen to show their strength by fight- 
ing the conflict now. Three of these 
men have been arrested but enough are 
fttlll at work to do inestimable harm.

Most of the 
large houses are closed as their owners 
have gone to the country, leaving 
armed watchmen to guard them. Few 
persona of tho wealthier classes have 
been iu the streets.

meetings. Between 20,000 and

men assembled in the park and listened 
to speeches from six platforms. All 
the speeches were on the eight-hour 
day, and resolutions were passed favor- 
ing renewed political agitation on the 
subject. 
El«ht Hours and Keprotentatlon In 


Parliament. 


BitAltFoitn, May 1.—There were sev- 


eral sections of labor organizations 
here to-day and an open air meeting at- 
tended by about 10,000 workingmen. 
Resolutions in favor of the eight-hour 
day and sending more laborers to par- 
liament were adopted. 


Must Send Men to Parliament. 


WOLVKUHAMPTON, May 
1.—Several 


thousand workingmen inarched behind 
bands to an open air meeting here to- 
day. The tenor of all speeches were 
that workingmen must send men of 
their own class to parliament to help 
them. There was no disorder. 


Armed Anarohlata Arreacsd. 


TOULON, May 
1.—Five anarchists 


were arrested here for trying to create- 
disorder. When searched they were, 
found to bo armed with revolvers and 
knives. Otherwise there has been no 
disturbance here to-day.

throughout. I!y far the greater num- 
ber of tho«e who turned out were spec- 
tators, only about 5,00lt men talcing 
part in tho parade. The only incident 
of note was the seizure by the police of 
two red Hags, as the procession passed 
Clark and Madison streets, and the ar- 
rest of tho bearers. There was no show 
of resistance, although the police were 
well prepared for such an emergency, 
about 1,500 ofiiccrs, most of them in 
citi/ons* clothes, being distributed along 
the line of march.

It was presided over by Itishop 
Bowman, of St. Louis, the oldest bishop 
in the church. Mrs. Newman wife of 
Bishop Newman, of 
Omaha, made 


tlie opening prayer, and after the -usual 
devotional services the mission ques- 
tion was tackled and thoroughly dis- 
cussed. Chaplain MeCabe, of Chicago, 
delivered an interesting address, as also 
did Miss Baker, 
of Michigan, and 


Bishop \Valdon. Others participated 
but did not make extended addresses. 
Nothing was done beyond tho discus- 
sion.

An 
extra paper, tho Christian Advocate 
will In1 issued daily at S a. m. from the 
World-llorald cilice, and will contain 
a complete record of tho previous day's 
proceedings.

Last night tlie ministers supplied tho 
pulpits of the various churches about 
the city. 


A Good Subject for Judg-e Lynch. 


SAX ANDHKAS, Cal., May 
1.—The 


stage running from San Andreas to 
Sheep ranch was stopped, ycst,crday 
morning, about Hve miles from here by 
a single masked highwayman who was 
lying behind a large log 113' tho road- 
side. "Without any command or warn- 
ing ho discharged a shot gun loaded 
with buckshot and tho shot took fatal 
effect, killing Miss Rodcrsino, a pasycn- 
ger. A. Ruggle was shot through tho 
body ami mortally wounded. Messen- 
ger Ton vie was shot through the right 
tirrn 
between 
tho elbow and lite 


shoulder. A large treasure was aboard 
for Sheep Ranch mine, but it was all 
saved and brought buck here by the 
messenger. A large body of citizens of 
this place is in pursuit of the robber. 


Congressional Forecast, 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—-Congress may 


be a very interesting place this week, 
but the chances are that it will not be. 
The most interesting topic of national 
concern that is one of the probabilities 
on tho senate programme is connected 
with the Now Orleans Italian incident, 
and some old straw will be threshed 
and a number of nice things said about 
Italy if the matter is brought forward. 
It is in the form of a bill reported from 
the committee on foreign relations of 
the senate, and the members of the 
committee desire to call it up for dis- 
cussion during the we,ok. Tho bill is 
aimed to carry out the recommenda- 
tions in the president's last annual mes- 
sage inspired by tho parish prison mas- 
sacre. 
It provides that jurisdiction 


shall be given to tho federal courts over 
crimes committed in any state against 
subjects of powers witli which the 
United States has treaty relations. 


It will bo remembered that the prin- 


cipal difliculty . that 
confronted tho 


United States in its dealings with tho 
Italian government over the Now Or- 
leans incident was that the, men eon- 
Gvi'ucU in the killing uf th<j Itulmua 
could not bo triad in tho United States 
courts, but only in the courts of tho 
state of Louisiana. Tho Italian govern- 
ment bitterly complained that this 
government was violating its treaty in 
not taking into its own hands tho 
punishment of the culpable persons. 
Secretary Blaine explained to Italy that 
punishment could bo had O7ily through 
the, statt- courts of Louisiana, the 
jurisdiction over murdoi1 in tho several 
states being given to them. But Italy 
insisted that tho Unite*! States had not 
acted in good faith, and to show its feel- 
ing in the matter, Baron Fava, tlio 
Italian minister, was recall oil 
from 


Washington, although diplomatic rela- 
tions were not wholly served. In order 
to avoid in tho future any ditllculty of 
this nature, the bill referred to was 
brought in by the committee on foreign 
relations, and it is probable that it will 
bo passed. 


Another matter of interest likely to 


be debated In the sonato is the resolu- 
tion inti-oduced by Mr, Kyle to instruct 
the commissioner of labor to investi- 
gate tho alums of cities having a popu- 
lation of more than 200,000. Tlio dis- 
cussion will be of unusual interest in 
view of the present socialistic agitation 
in Europe and this country. 


The pending question in tho senate is 


on tho motion of Mr. Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, that there no longer exists just 
grouuds for withholding tho appropria- 
tion of nearly ?,1,000,000 made by tho 
last congress in tho Indian appropria- 
tion bill to pay the Choctaw and Chero- 
kee nations for lands surrendered by 
them to the United States. The pay- 
ment of this money was withheld by 
reasons stated in a message sent to con- 
gress, but as the resolution lias been 
deprived of its clement of censure of 
the president's action by explanations 
from Senators Valmer and Divwes, who 
prepared it, it will probably pass tlio 
senate. 


The naval appropriation bill, asking 


appropriations for a number of now 
ships in addition to those allowed by 
the house, has been reported from tho 
appropriations committee ami may bo 
called up during the, week. 


Monday is suspension day and several 


"bills will probably bo passed under sus- 
pension of the rules, and then tho dip- 
lomatic and consular appropriation bill 
•will bo taken up and probably be, dis- 
posed of. Tho chief items for discussion 
arc appropriations of $ 
(>.">,ooo, for tho 


survey of tlio International Continental 
railway and of ftiK,OUO for the bureau of 
American republics, and Mr. Chipmari's 
amendment to prohibit the payment 
from the contingent fund of uny claim 
by a government against tlie United 
States. 


The sundry civil bill will follow, and 


if tits discussion does not occupy the 
rest of tho week the river und harbor 
bill Will be taken np.

Contractors Given Notice of the 


Raise In Fay for Carpenters. 


This is the second day of May, a day 


of special interest to all carpenters in the 
oity, {members of the Union of Carpen. 
ters and Joiners. This notice was sent 
ont through the mail to£all contractors 
Saturday: 


All contractors who were not notified 


before, are hereby notified that I am au- 
thorized by Union No. 788 that on and 
after May 2,1892, we will demand 27% 
cents an hour, and nine hours will consti- 
tute a day's work, with eight hours on 
Saturday. Union men will not be al- 
lowed to work with non-union men.

Inquiry gives the information that all 


bnt one or two contractors in the oity 
have submitted to the new scale, which 
is practically 10 hours pay for 9 honra 
work. 


In the presence of s contractor and a 


union carpenter, the REI'DELIOAN asked 
this question to-day: "Does the notio6 


mean that all carpenters, good and poor 
workmen, are to receive the same pay? 
Is there no lower scale?" 


"Oh, yes;" said the-union carpenter. 


'Of course there is. It is optional with 
the contractor. Ho is to be the judge of 
the workman's ability to earn the 27X 
cents an hour or $2.75 pay. 
If the man 


cannot do the work assigned him, or 
fails to keep up with the best man in 
the gang, the contractor will report him, 
to the Union and hie case will be investi- 
gated, and it kept on duty will work at 
15 or 25 cents an hour as may be deter- 
mined. There will be no trouble about 
the scale." 


The contractor said: "It's all right. 


i will not have any trouble about the 
new scale on the U hour system. 
If any 


man fails to earn tho money I will let 
him go or the pay will have to be 
reduced. That is all there is to it. I do 
not think it will make any great differ- 
ence in the end, except to the inferior 
carpenters. There are about 200 in De- 
oatnr. Not all are worth 27'i cents an 
hour. And, besides, the last hour in the 
day, 
erpecially if the weather is hot, has 


always been a drag. I will be in a posi- 
tion now to hustle 
thel boys, as 


they will be getting better pay, and as 
they will knock off at five o'clock, I will 
have an extra hour before supper to look 
around and see how the work ia progress- 
ing and make plans for the next day, 
before going home to supper. Tes, I 
think I will like the new deal."

America's Weakness Against For- 


eign Foes Demonstrated. 


ODR COAST UTTERLY DEFENSELESS. 


While Our Navy Consists of but Ten 


War Vessels Carrying Modern 


Guns, the Balance Being Prac- 


tically Useless for War. 


America'! Weaknnn on Coast and Sea. 


CHICAGO, May 2.—The onsineers of 


:he department of the Missouri, under 
the direction of Gen. Nelson A. Miles, are 


repari ng an el aborate map of the world, 


showing the almost utterly defenseless 
condition of the entire const lines of the 
United States. The location is also 
riven of the countless modern war ves- 
sels of other nations which could sweep 
down upon the United States and de- 
stroy its coast cities in short order. 
Gen. Miles has long lieen an advocate of 
a stronger navy and better coast dc- 
'enses, and his present map is being 
nade for his own personal information. 
Sntflnnds great fleets loom up all over 
jhe map. Fnince and Germany come 
next in strength. 
England has a great 


fleet of nearly filly modern war ships 
•which are at all times within from one 
to six weeks' sail of the Unite! States. 


"Many of England's ships which 


cruise along the north and south At- 
antic ctwtsts," says Gen. Miles, "can 
navigate the St. Lawrence and get into 
the hikes with ease.

ceipts for April, 1891. Compared with 
April, 1890, there is a decrease of nearly 
16,000 cattle nnd 17,000 sheep, and an in- 
crease of 84,000 hows. The April receipts 
ot cattle are tbe second largest on record, 
beinsr 105,000 larger than arrivals for 
April, 1887, when less than 140,000 were 
received. Arrivals of hogs last month, 
were the largest on record for April, 
while receipts of sheep were the smallest 
April receipts since 1889, Last month's 
receipts ot hogs "panned out" 155,000

TERRIBLY AVENGED. 


Eph Grizzard Suffers the Fate of 


His Brother. 


TAKEHPROHJAILBYAMOB AND HANGED 


Suspended from the Steel Bridge Over 


the Cumberland River, His Dan- 


gling Body is Shot Full of 


Holes—A Negro Uprising. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 1.—The out- 


rage of the Misses Bruce at Goodlcts- 
yille, Term., ha» been avenged. Henry 
Grizzarcl was lynched Thursday, and his 
brother Eph suffered the same terrible 
f ate yesterday. 


A. B. Guthric and Charles Rear, the 


two men who were wounded when the 
police returned the fire Sunday night, 
are found to be fatally wounded. The 
news of the unsuccessful attack on the 
jail aroused the people of Goodlettsville, 
and they telephoned in yesterday that 
they were coming back. A crowd 
of 2,000 people gathered early and re- 
mained in the vicinity of the jail not- 
withstanding the efforts of the police 
to disperse them. It was nearly 3 
o'clock when the rapidly gathering 
force of countrymen wa a considered 
strong enough to attack the jail, and 
after a brief speech by Mr. Davis, of 
Goodlettsville, the mob of 200 men 
armed with guns and revolvers marched 
to the jail in an orderly manner. Sev- 
eral men mounted the iron fence in 
front and dropped over inside. The 
lock of the door had already been 
broken and the doors were pushed 
open. Jailor Willis met them and to 
him the leader said: 


"We have come for Eph Grizzarcl and 


intend to have him." 


The'jailor declared his intention of 


protecting the prisoner. 
He was sei/od 


by the mob and held, the keys were 
taken from his pocket and the cage un- 
locked. 


Eph Grizzard had been dresRed as a 


woman preparatory to attempting to 
smuggle him out. lie was found and 
seized and the mob at once started for 
the steel bridge over the Cumberland. 
Here a rope was put around his nock 
and he was pushed over the railing, but 
eased down. The doomed man caught 
and held to a braoe, and si'iMiig this the 
crowd turned the rope loose and ho 
dropped three feet. 


At once a volley from rifles and re- 


volvers rung out and every man in the 
crowd who was armed gave vent to his 
feelings by emptying his pistol. Tho 
mangled corpse was not cut down un- 
til ;i:liO and then the mob, after allow- 
ing an inquest, which resulted in the 
xisual verdict, started with it for Good- 
lettsville. 


There were a number of negroes 


in tho mob and those negroes who wit- 
nessed the 
lynching1 b'jomiug'ly in- 


dorsed it. 


A Negro Uprislaff In Retaliation. 
NASHVILLE, Tcnn., May 2.—A negro 


uprising is reported from Triun, a town 
thirty miles from Nashville. Tho news 
of the lynching of Eph Grizzard caused 
the iio«Toos to band together. Th 
are said to be In complete possession of 
tho town and have already killed three 
of the whites. The wires have been 
cut, but efforts are making to verify 
the ropc.rt.
